Appendix  C 
Housing  Needs  Methodology 


Introduction 


This  Appendix  explains  in  detail  the  methodology  used  to  calculate 
housing  needs  data  summarized  by  subregion  in  Chapter  One  of  Volume  One, 
and  displayed  by  individual  community  in  the  Table  One  series  in  Appendix  B. 
The  first  section  describes  the  basic  needs  calculations  made  to  derive 
local  elderly  and  family  need.  The  second  section  sets  forth  the  deri- 
vation of  further  breakdowns:  family  into  small  family  (four  or  fewer 
persons)  or  large  family  (five  or  more  persons);  housing  tenure  (owner 
or  renter),  and  special  needs  group  (minorities,  female-headed  households, 
and  handicapped  persons).  Tne  third  section  delineates  how  expected-to- 
reside  figures  were  calculated,  the  weighting  factors  used  to  identify 
37  of  MAPC's  101  communities  as  potential  areas  for  positive  outreach 

Basic  Housing  l^eeds  Calculations:   Indigenous  Elderly  and  Family  Needs 

Housing  needs  were  initially  calculated  for  each  MAPC  community  using 
a  housing  inventory  model.'  This  model  was  based  on  two  sets  of  assumptions, 
one  related  to  the  unit  size  appropriate  for  each  household  type  and  the 
other  related  to  the  income  required  to  support  a  housing  unit,  which 
was  adequate  both  in  terms  of  physical  condition  and  size,  for  each  house- 
hold type. 

The  assessment  of  units  available  relative  to  household  size  was 
enumerated  in  a  frequency  matrix  based  on  the  following  assumptions: 

-Single  person  households  were  assumed  to  require  either  an  efficiency 
or  one  bedroom  apartment. 

-Children  of  opposite  sexes  were  assumed  to  require  separate  bedrooms, 
but  two  children  of  the  same  sex  are  assumed  to  share  one  bedroom. 

-Requirements  of  households  of  two  persons  and  larger  were  assumed  to 
depend  upon  whether  the  head  of  household  is  married  and  living  with 
the  spouse. 

This  inventory  model  was  originally  developed  in  1973  by  the  state 
Department  of  Community  Affairs  with  input  from  the  regional  planning 
agencies  including  I-IAPC. 
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To  assess  household  financial  resources,  standard  guidelines,  i.e.  25 
percent  of  net  income  after  deductions  for  necessities  and  dependents 
considered  available  for  rent  were  used  to  determine  the  maximum  rent 
which  a  household  should  afford  relative  to  rent  levels  currently  paid.' 
Finally,  to  estimate  adequency  of  the  physical  condition  of  existing 
housing  units,  a  substandard  units  ratio  was  derived  from  1960  and  1970 
Census  data  supplemented  with  sample  inspections  performed  by  a  select 
number  of  local  building  departments. ^ 

Once  the  community  housing  needs  and  housing  supply  was  established, 
a  massive  matching  program  was  employed  to  pair  each  household  with  an 
available  unit  as  an  affordable  price.  The  shortfall  of  affordable  units 
in  this  matching  process  is  the  community's  low-  and  moderate-income 
housing  need. 

Further  Breakdowns  by  Housing  Type,  Tenure,  and  Special  Needs  Groups 

While  initial  housing  needs  data  contains  total  needs  figures  for 
elderly  and  family  households,  additional  desaggregations  were  required 
to  enumerate  needs  among  large  families,  owners  and  renters,  minorities, 
or  female  heads  of  household.  The  4th  Count  Housing  and  Population 
Census  data  were  used  to  estimate  the  housing  needs  of  these  individual 
subgroups.  By  using  the  number  of  low  income  persons  in  a  coimunity 
as  an  estimate  of  the  population  requiring  housing  assistance,  the  low 
income  population  found  in  each  of  these  subgroups  was  calculated  and 
distributed  proportionately  over  the  total  housing  needs  in  the  community. ^ 

Given  that  the  multi -factor  tabulations  required  to  relate  income 

simultaneously  to  the  household  composition  data  are  not  available 

for  the  Census  data,  an  estimation  process  known  as  "iterative  scaling" 

was  employed.  This  technique  involves  comparisons  of  two-way  breakdowns 

available  at  the  town-level  to  metropolitan-level  three  and  four-way 

breakdowns.  By  employing  this  technique  for  one  variable  and  then 

adjusting  successively  for  the  other  variables,  a  detailed  and  relatively 

accurate  community-level  breakdown  can  be  obtained. 

2 
A  comparison  in  74  communities  of  substandard  units  actually 

counted  in  local  surveys  to  substandard  units  calculated  by  the  above 

methodology  yielded  a  ratio  of  3.39. 

■^An  example  may  clarify  this  procedure: 
Assume  that  in  a  community  there  are  1000  elderly  households.  DCA  has  calc- 
ulated that  there  is  a  housing  need  for  300  elderly  units.  Fourth  Count 
CensDs  data  has  indicated  tha!  600  of  the  elderly  fiouseholds  are  owner- 
occupants  with  the  remainder  being  renters.  Furthermore,  it  has  been  deter- 
mined that  there  are  150  low  income  elderly  households  of  which  bO  are 
Swner  occupants  and  100  are  renters.  Using  the  above  example  and  applying 
a  methodology  based  on  proportions  from  the  19/0  data:

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To  establish  income  criteria  for  low  income  households,  the  census 
designation  "Below  Poverty  Level"  (BPL)  was  employed  as  it  provided 
the  most  substantial  number  of  cross  tabulations  in  the  4th  Count 
Housing  and  Population  Tables.  The  income  levels  used  were  the  1970 
poverty  level  guidelines  for  Boston,  Massachusetts,  published  by  the 
Office  of  Economic  Opportunity.  (See  Addendum  1) 

To  employ  the  BPL  indicator  to  determine  disaggregated  local  housing 
needs,  each  household  and  tenure  combination  were  first  examined  for  the 
number  of  households  falling  below  poverty  level.  Subtotals  for  below 
poverty  level  were  then  developed  for  elderly  owners  and  renters  and  for 
large  and  small  families,  owners,  and  renters.  These  figures  were  then 
summed  separately  for  elderly  and  family  households.'  Subsequently,  the 
percentage  which  each  household  and  tenure  type  comprises  of  the  BPL 
totals  for  elderly  and  families  were  prorated  over  the  basic  elderly  and 
family  needs  figures.  A  slightly  modified  procedure  was  used  for 
female  headed  households  and  for  minorities. ^ 

Expected  to  Reside  Component 

In  addition  to  addressing  the  problems  of  indigenous  need,  the  MAPC 
also  examined  need  on  a  regional  basis.  Urban  growth  patterns  over  the 
last  25  years  have  been  characterized  by  a  relative  decline  of  employment 
opportunities,  particularly  low-skilled  and  semi-skilled  industrial 
jobs  for  which  persons  with  little  education  could  qualify,  in  central  cities 
as  compared  to  an  overall  growth  in  such  jobs  in  the  surrounding 
suburbs.  The  result  of  these  trends  has  been  an  increasingly  evident 
mismatch  between  the  location  of  jobs  and  the  location  of  housing.  This 
analysis  also  attempted  to  account  for  differences  in  the  financial 
capacity  of  the  individual  community  to  provide  public  services  for 
additional  residents.  These  two  factors,  employment  and  fiscal  capacity 
were  incorporated  into  a  "fair  share"  formula  for  calculating  the  number 
of  families  which  could  be  expected  to  reside  in  each  community  in  the 


Female  Headed  Households  and  Minorities  are  not  included  in 
this  initial  analysis  because  these  groups  are  already  counted  in  elderly 
and  family  totals.  Fourth  Count  Housing  Census  Tables  38,  110,  and  117 
were  used  initially.  In  addition,  minority  housing  needs  and  female 
heads  of  household  require  4th  Count  Housing  Table  160  and  4th  Count 
Population  Table  84,  (See  Addendum).

Updates  for  Indigenous  and  Expected-to-  Reside  Calculations

Actual  Computations  for  Household 
Type,  Tenure,  and  Special  Needs  Groups 

Actual  computations  of  disaggregated  needs  must  begin  with  elderly 
owners  and  renters  so  that  elderly  families  may  later  be  subtracted  from 
family  totals  to  determine  non-elderly  housing  need.  Census  Tables  38 
and  110  area  used  in  determining  disaggregated  elderly  housing  need,  with 
Table  117  being  employed  in  the  family  need  calculations. 

A.  Elderly  Needs 

Overview:  Using  Table  38,  MAPC  staff  determined  the  percentage  of  elderly 
represented  by  both  "Primary  Individuals"  and  "Other  Families" 
(non-husband-wife  families).  These  percentages  along  with 
husband-wife  families  over  65  were  then  applied  to  Table  110 
using  the  corresponding  poverty  level  guidlines  for  1970  (see 
appendix  II)  to  determine  disaggregated  elderly  needs. 

Step  1:    Using  the  "Owner  Occupied"  column  and  the  "Other  Family"  male 
and  female  rows,  add  together  the  number  of  owner  occupied 
other  families.  This  number  is  called  Other  Family  Owners  (OFO). 

Step  2:    Same  as  above  except  use  the  renter  occupied  column.  This  number 
is  called  Other  Family  Renters  (OFR). 

Step  3:    Using  the  "Owner  Occupied"  column  and  the  Primary  Individual 
rows,  add  the  "Over  65  Primary  Individuals"  and  divi-de  by 
the  total  number  of  "Owner  Occupied  Primary  Individuals".  This 
product  is  designated  Primary  Individual  Owners  (PIO). 

Step  4:    Same  as  #3  except  use  the  Renter  Occupied  column.  This  product 
is  Primary  Individual  Renters  (PIR). 

Step  5:    Using  the  first  two  income  categories  of  Table  110,  add  to- 
gether the  number  of  husband-wife  65  over  Owner  Occupied 
Families.  This  subproduct  will  be  Husband-Wife  Owners  (HWO). 

Step  6:    Same  as  #5  but  using  Renter  Occupied  instead.  This  subtotal 
is  designated  Husband  Wife  Renters  (HWR). 

Step  7:    Using  the  first  two  income  categories  for  Other  Family  Owner 
Occupied,  sum  these  numbers  and  multiply  by  OFO.  The  new 
product  is  OFO' . 

Step  8:    Same  as  #7  except  for  Renters.  Use  OFR  to  determine  new  product, 
called  OFR' . 

Step  9:    Using  only  the  first  income  category,  multiply  the  figure 
for  Owner  Occupied  Primary  Individuals  by  PIO.  The  new 
product  is  PIO' . 
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Step  10:  Same  as  #9  but  for  renters.  Multiply  by  PIR  to  get  new 
product  PIR'.

Sign-Off  Letters  and  Compliance  with  HUD  Requirements  for  Approval  Procedures 

D-1 :  Citizen  Participation 

MAPC  has  had  extensive  contact  with  each  of  the  101  communities  in  the 
region  in  order  to  ensure  maximum  participation  in  creating  the  Areawide 
Housing  Opportunity  Plan.  Four  stages  of  participation  have  occurred: 

I.  Informing  communities  about  the  objectives,  benefits  and 
participation  requirements  of  the  Areawide  Housing  Opportunity  Plan. 

A.  A  package  of  "Materials  Pertaining  to  An  Areawide  Housing 
Opportunity  Plan  for  the  MAPC  Region"  was  developed.  This  package  de-scribed 
in  detail  the  objectives  of  the  AHOP,  and  requirements  for  participation. 

B.  Phone  calls  were  made  to  key  officials  in  each  community  as  well 
as  the  MAPC  Representative  to  inform  them  that  they  would  be  receiving  the 
above  package,  and  to  identify  other  officials  and  interested  citizens  who 
might  wish  to  receive  information  on  the  Housing  Opportunity  Plan. 

C.  In  some  instances.  Housing  Department  staff  attended  meetings 
of  the  Boards  of  Selectmen  and  Housing  Authorities  to  answer  inquiries  about 
the  Housing  Opportunity  Plan. 

II.  Receiving  verification  on  the  Needs  and  Efforts  established  for  each 
community,  as  well  as  establishing  housing  types  with  which  to  meet  the 
Goals. 

A.  Figures  for  need  and  effort  developed  by  MAPC  were  sent  to  each 
community  along  with  the  descriptive  materials.  Officials  were  asked  to 
check  the  effort  figures  against  the  coimunity's  own  records  on  assisted 
housing.  Verification  of  the  need  figures  was  obtained  by 

1)  comparison  with  Table  II  of  Housing  Assistance  Plans 
for  those  communities  with  approved  HAPs; 

2)  comparison  with  local  studies  of  housing  need. 

Where  communities  had  neither  an  approved  HAP  or  a  local  housing 
study,  they  often  chose  to  use   the  need  figures  developed  by  MAPC  as 
being  the  most  accurate  and  consistent  information  currently  available. 

B.  Communities  were  asked  to  provide  a  breakdown  of  their  Total 
3  Year  Goals  into  housing  types,  i.e.  new  construction,  rehabilitation, 
existing.  In  some  cases,  communities  also  chose  to  request  changes  in 
the  Total  Goals  based  upon  1)  a  high  concentration  of  assisted  housing 
currently  existing  within  the  community;  2)  designation  as  a  Neighborhood 
Strategy  Area;  and  3)  the  necessity  to  bring  the  Housing  Assistance  Plan 
in  conformance  with  the  Housing  Opportunity  Plan. 

1  This  Section  addresses  HUD  requirements  specified  in  Section 
891.505(a)(13). 
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III.  Communities  agreeing  to  participate  in  the  Housing  Opportunity 
Plan  by  submitting  to  MAPC  a  letter  from  the  chief  executive  officer 
agreeing  to  the  goals  developed  for  them  and  the  implementation  activities 
to  achieve  those  goals. 

Communities  often  chose  to  request  participation  of  the  Planning 
Boards  and  Housing  Authorities  as  well  as  the  Boards  of  Selectmen  to 
review  the  Housing  Opportunity  Plan  and  discuss  participation  in  it. 
Ongoing  communication  between  the  community  and  the  MAPC  Housing  Depart- 
ment staff  was  maintained  throughout  this  period.  Through  telephone 
conversations  and  attendance  at  local  meetings  of  these  governing  boards, 
MAPC  was  able  to  identify  the  concerns  of  communities  regarding  the 
Housing  Opportunity  Plan.  These  concerns  were  incorporated  into  the 
document  by  MAPC. 

IV.  Holding  regionwide  hearings  on  the  completed  Housing  Opportunity 
Plan.  Two  hearings  were  held  within  the  region  at  different  locations 
to  elicit  comments  and  suggestions  on  the  completed  document.  These 
hearings  were  publicized  through  the  local  press  in  each  MAPC  community, 
and  were  open  to  all  local  officials  and  interested  citizens.

I  have  received  and  reviewed  the  Areawide  Housing  Opportunities 
Plan  (AHOP) ,  as  amended  7/6/79,  proposed  by  the  Metropolitan  Area 
Planning  Council,  pursuant  to  regulations  of  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Development.   Members  of  my  housing  staff  have 
conferred  with  MAPC  staff  relative  to  this  document  and  amendments 
made  subsequent  to  7/6/79.   We  find  the  AHOP  essentially  consistent 
with  our  Housing  Assistance  Plan,  and  we  agree  with  the  concept  and 
the  proposed  implementation  activities. 

As  you  are  aware,  Boston's  performance  in  providing  housing  for 
lower-income  households  is  far  in  excess  of  any  other  community  in 
the  metropolitan  area.   For  example,  in  a  region  of  101  cities  and 
towns,  v/e  have  produced  447o  of  the  subsidized  housing,  and  57%  of 
the  subsidized  housing  for  families.   It  is  clear  that  we  have  made 
every  effort  to  respond  to  the  housing  needs  of  lower- income  and 
minority  households.   Our  efforts  when  not  coupled  with  similar 
efforts  on  a  metropolitan  scale  have  resulted  in  concentrating  the 
poor  and  restricting  residential  choice.   Thus,  we  are  encouraged 
by  federal  and  state  recognition  that  subsidized  housing  is  a 
metropolitan  concern. 

We  understand  the  AHOP  will  be  used  by  HUD  in  its  allocation  of 
funds  to  provide  broader  housing  opportunities  for  lower-income  and 
minority  households  throughout  the  metropolitan  area.   Such  a  plan 
needs  to  include  clear  and  specific  commitments  to  activities  and 
programs  to  further  fair  housing.   We  recommend  that  prior  to 
submitting  the  Areawide  Housing  Opportunities  Plan,  that  a  more 
clear  statement  of  fair  housing  activities  to  be  undertaken  in 
conjunction  with  this  plan  be  developed.

The  Town  of  Maynard  is  in  an  upsurge  of  revitalization  consciousness.   A 
recent  CDBG  application  which  focused  on  housing  on  the  fringes  of  the  business 
area  was  declined.   This  low  and  moderate  income  area  is  in  the  need  of  assistance 
that  the  Town  is  unable  to  supply.   New  construction  of  sixty  units  was  granted 
for  the  elderly  and  similar  assistance  is  needed  for  the  low  and  moderate  income 
families  who  are  residents  of  the  town.   This  is  consistent  with  the  DCA  figures 
of  about  151  units  needed  and  current  records  of  the  Maynard  welfare  rolls  which 
show  Maynard  to  be  the  largest  recipient  of  this  kind  of  aid  in  the  local  nineteen 
community  region. 

Our  need  is  for  our  toi'jn   residents,  and  in  this  vein,  we  have  filed  an 
application  for  50  units  of  new  construction  for  low  and  moderate  income  and  also 
for  50  units  of  Section  8  under  the  707  program  which  are  now  being  processed. 
These  projects  will  help  us  keep  pace  with  our  rising  demand  for  assistance.

D-4:   Consistency  Between  Goals  Established  Under  Housing  Assistance  Plans 
and  Areawide  Housing  Opportunity  Plan^- 

Twenty  communities  in  the  MARC  region  submitted  Housing  Assistance 
Plans  (HAP)  to  HUD  in  the  current  fiscal  year.  Another  10  communities 
are  operating  under  HAPs  from  previous  years.  All  HAPs  submitted  during 
the  current  fiscal  year  have  been  checked  for  consistency  with  the  AHOP 
goals  being  developed  for  each  of  the  MAPC  communities. 

Communities  that  have  chosen  to  participate  in  the  AHOP  have 
stated  as  a  condition  of  agreement  that  they  will  bring  their  HAP  goals 
into  consistency  with  the  AHOP  goals  (see  Section  D-2).  MAPC  will  work 
with  these  communities  in  coming  months  to  alleviate  any  inconsistencies 
which  remain  between  HAP  and  AHOP  goals.  As  additional  communities 
agree  to  participate,  they  will  also  be  asked  to  amend  their  HAPs  to 
bring  them  into  consistency  with  their  AHOP  goals.

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D-5:  Discussion  of  Responsibilities  of  Participating  Jurisdictions'^ 

It  is  expected  that  all  Participating  Jurisdictions  under  this  Plan 

shall: 

1)  explore  programs  that  can  be  used  to  fulfill  the  goals  agreed  to 
by  the  Jurisdiction; 

2)  apply  for  assistance  within  the  appropriate  programs  to  meet  these 
goals; 

3)  establish  and  implement  affirmative  marketing  efforts  to  be  used  by 
the  local  housing  authority  and  private  developers  to  ensure  that  the  outreach 
goal  is  achieved. 

Where  local  barriers  exist  that  prevent  a  community  from  meeting  either 
their  overall  or  outreach  goals,  the  Participating  Jurisdiction  shall  eliminate 
these  barriers  to  the  maximum  extent  feasible.  This  would  include  easing 
zoning  restrictions  and  removing  restrictions  on  multifamily  developments, 
where  necessary;  identifying  overly  stringent  subdivision  requirements  that 
raise  costs  and  are  not  required  for  promotion  of  the  general  welfare;  eliminating 
residency  preferences;  agreeing  to  accept  households  with  interjurisdictional 
Section  3  certificates  from  core  communities;  and  any  other  methods  which  will 
result  in  attainment  of  the  goals. 

In  addition,  MAPC  will  work  with  those  jurisdictions  that  develop  Housing 
Assistance  Plans  (HAP)  during  the  term  of  this  Plan  to: 

1)  develop  their  HAP  goals  to  conform  with  the  goals  established  herein; 

2)  develop  their  HAPs  using  (i)  sources  of  data  (ii)  assessments  of 
housing  assistance  needs  and  goals,  and  (iii)  common  definitions  of  terms 
similar  to  those  used  by  MAPC  in  developing  this  Plan. 

Where  a  Participating  Jurisdiction  identifies  sources  of  data  that  it 
believes  to  be  more  accurate  than  those  used  in  the  Plan,  MAPC  will  confer 
with  the  Participating  Jurisdiction  to  evaluate  these  data.  If  MAPC  and  the 
Participating  Jurisdiction  agree  that  these  data  are  preferable,  the  Partici- 
pating Jurisdiction  may  substitute  these  new  figures  in  its  HAP.  MAPC  will 
also  amend  this  Plan  to  reflect  these  new  figures. 

It  is  also  expected  that  this  Plan  shall  be  coordinated  with  efforts 
by  State  and  private  agencies  concerned  with  the  provision  of  housing  for 
lower  income  persons,  and  the  promotion  of  equal  opportunity  in  obtaining

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housing  for  lower  income  and  minority  persons  throughout  the  region.  In 
particular,  MAPC  shall  seek  commitments  from  the  Executive  Office  of  Com- 
munities and  Development  and  the  Massachusetts  Housing  Finance  Agency  to 
allocate  their  funding  authority  according  to  the  goals  established  herein. 
Furthermore,  MAPC  shall  work  closely  with  these  agencies  to  develop  and 
implement  affirmative  marketing  efforts  under  all  of  their  housing  programs 
to  ensure  attainment  of  all  outreach  goals,  and  to  maximize  housing  opportunities 
for  lower  income  and  minority  persons  within  the  region.  Finally,  if  MAPC 
receives  funding  authority  under  Section  F  of  this  Part,  it  shall  subcontract 
with  local  fair  housing  groups  and  housing  authorities  within  the  suburban 
jursidictions,  and  housing  referral  services  and  housing  authorities  within 
the  core  communities,  to  establish  and  maintain  a  regional  clearinghouse  for 
counseling  and  referring  persons  willing  to  relocate  from  core  communities 
to  suburban  communities,  as  well  as  a  regional  entity  to  issue  Section  8 
certificates  that  may  be  used  on  a  regionwide  basis.
